The Boston papers of the 21st ult. 


bring- advices from Liverpool to the 
24th%nd from London to the 22d of 
July, inclusive, received there by the 
packet ship Liverpool, Capt Howes.-— 
All the information of importance rela- 
tive to the war in the east has been an- 
ticipated. 


Considerable disturbances had taken 


place in the north of Ireland on the 
12th and ir.th of July, in consequence 
of quarrels between the Orangemen 
and Catholics. 
Twenty persons were 


killed in Ulster, and a part of thc coun- 
tv of Donncgal was in a state of fear- 
ful commotion. Thc streets of Belfast 
were crowded with a mob which inter- 
cepted thc coaches. 
The Orangemen 


paraded through Tonne, and arriving 
at thc Roman Catholic Chapel, fired 
several volleys of musketry over it, re- 
viling the Catholics, their religion, and 
priesthood. 
The Catholics, however, 


suffered the insult to pass without no- 
tice. 
On the 14th, a quarrel, in which 


the Orangemen are said to have been 
the aggressors, took place near Ennis- 
killen. 
It was on the anniversary of 


the battle of Anghrim. 
The protcs- 


tants were armed with muskets; the 
Catholics seized upon scythes aud^ 
pitchforks. 
The 
Catholics 
having- 


been fired upon, and several of their 
number been wounded, made a furious 
charge upon their antagonists, killed- 
four, and wounded several others mor- 
tally. They afterwards formed an en- 
campment on the summit of Benaugh- 
lin. 


The Messager des Cbambres, of the 


ITth July, gives as the substance of an 
article from the Banks_ of the Danube, 
of the date July 6. that the Cabinet of 
St Petersburg!!*, had^sent to allsthe Al- 
lied Courts, Bulletins of the victory 
gained by the troops under Gen. Bie- 
bitsch, accompanied with notes, re- 
newing the assurance tcth.:it his Majes- 
ty the Emperor Nicholas is perseve- 
ring in his desire to prevent as much 
as possible the further effusion of blood, 
if the Ottoman Porte will but show it- 
self disposed to satisfy the demands 
which all Europe has recognized to be 
just, and to enforce which Russia^was 
obliged to take up arms." The very 
moderate language of these notes, says 
the Messager dcs Chambres, has pro- 
duced a great impression ; and as soon, 
as they were known on 'Change at Vi- 
enna, a decided rise in the Funds took 
place. 


Much is sain of the moderation of 


the Emperor Nicholas. 
l'The de- 


mands of Russia," says a correspon- 
dent of the Prussian Slate Gazette, 
from Jassay, "are by no means exorbi- 
tant, a/id relate less, to an indemnifica- 
tion for the expenses of the war, than 
the security of "the Russian navigation 
of the JJUck Sea on the basis of the 
treaty of Akermon. 
The Turkish 


fortresses and forts in Asia Minor will 
probably not be restored. The Princi- 
palities we hope would merely gain a 
greater degree of independence. It is 
generally affirmed that the Emperor 
has declared that Russia requires no 
addition of territory in Europe, and 
that he wishes to avoid every thing that 
may tend io disputes.17 


The following rescript addressed.by 


the Emperor of Russia to Count Die- 
bitsch, appears in the St. Petersburg 
Journals of the 26lh June :— 


"I have received the report by which

EISB AND.FALL OF SAP IN TIMBER. 


There is no subject upon which there 


is a greater diversity of opinion, than 
the rise and fall of sap in timber. 
That 


there is a sap in timber at certain sea- 
sons, none will be so hardy as to deny. 
But how it gets there is not so easily 
comprehended. Thai it ever descends 
through ihe pores of the wood, or be- 
tween the bark and the wood, into the 
roots, and thence to the earth, is a fal- 
lacy—ribr, were it to do so, where would 
the,,tT.e'e derive its growth ? 
Would it 


eff^pf the same size it was be- 
e: sap fiowed ? 
Manifestly it 


would. 
I think it must be apparent to 


any miimt^.GJ^eriy^Jhat when the sap 
Is in/f-t«-;ruiife^^t|t;eC:the tree is larger 
than it wav&efc^e.t-he sap had flowed, 
and as thrr season advalfces, the sap co- 
agulates and forms onef.of those rings 
observable when a log of timber is cut 
or sawed in two, and commonly denom- 
inated the growths "of the wood. 


That the sap ever rises at all, I am 


"not certain, hut certain I am that it 
does not rise in all kinds of limber.— 
Poplar, 
Black-Gum, Water-Willow, 


and various other kinds, if they were 
felled in January, and the trunk and 
boughs not separated in May, would be 
found to have as much sap in them as 
the same kind of trees which had no! 
been cut down, and actually will vege- 
tate and send forth shoots. 
Now let 


me ask how docs this rise in a tree 
which is separated from its roots ?— 
Lorn bard y-Ponlu rs."Willows, Cu rrants, 
and a variety of apples, will vegetate 
and grow from a slip or switch of them 
stuck in the ground, without any root 
at all. This being an indisputable fact, 
we roust conclude shut they imbibe the 
p,ap from the -atmosphere, and that veg- 
etation begins at ihc top of the slip and 
descends into the earth, und there 
those buds which are covered with 
earth. Sfknd forth roots : whereas, if 
they hud not been separated from iheir 
parent slock, they would have put forth 
shoots and baves; and here it may be 
observed, thai, in the spring;, the buds 
of trees which are highest and most ex- 
posed to the rays of the sun, are seen 
to vegetate first; whereas, if the sap 
rose from the ground, the lowest buds 
would be foremost in vegetation. 
But 


the highest buds vegetating first is a 
strong proof, ihat the sap, instead of 
rising, is inhaled from the surrounding 
atmosphere; and of necessity it must 
be the case with those trees that vege- 
tate afterbeingsevered from their roots. 


There has been much speculation in 


regard to the most proper season for 
cutting limber. 
Some are of opinion 


that January and February are the 
months most proper to cut timber, as 
they say, the sap is then down, and the 
timber then harder than at any other 
season of the year; but this notion is 
founded in error: for the wood is then 
more porous and brittle than at any oth- 
er lime. To this every man who has 
been in the habit of splitting rails at 
different seasons of the year, will bear 
testimony, and tell you that timber 
is much tougher and harder to split, 
•\vhen the sap runs full, than at the 
dead of winter ; but It is objected 
that if you cr.t limber when the sap is 
up, the worm will cat il, is the answer 
to the above objection. 
I beg kave tr> 


slate that, whether you cut timber in 
the -winter or spring, both will be cat 
"by worms at one and the same time; 
but the timber eaten in winter, will h,jve 
a little respite, as the spring nvjsi com- 
mence to give life to ihx: various Hif-.s 
\vhichdeposit theireggsin she limber, 
and after a short time hatch and pro- 
duce the worms which do so much ir,- 
jury to our timber. 


Now to preserve your timber from 


the worms, have at cut bef-vecn the 
middle of April and last of May, and 
instantly have the bark all peeled oft". ^ 
thiii the sap an the outside of the iim- j 
ber may speedily dry, and then the flies j 
will "have no plac^ to lay their eggs— I 
for the eggs will not come to life, with- j 
cut the nourishment of the sapcf timber, j 


Of all «he tiivjber we have, Ash and 


Hickory are the most subject to be r*\ 


by the worms. But if Ilkkory be cut- 
in May, and the bark stripped oil', it 
will not be eaten by the worms, and will 
last much longer if exposed to the wea- 
ther. 
Hickory poles cut in winter, will 


be eaten in summer; but if cut in the 
spring, and the bark taken oil', they 
will last 8 or 10 years in a fence, and 
will not be eaten by the worm until they 
begin to decay. The same rule holds 
good with Asli timber, whether it is 
cut in winter or summer, and the bark 
instantly taken oif, it will not be eaten 
by the worms. 


Hence, I lay it down as a general rule 


that all kinds of timber, that has an as- 
tringent sap, should be cut when the 
sap flows fullest, which is in the month 
of May, in our climate, with a small 
variation in the season, which, however, 
can be easily ascertained by the putting 
forth of the leaves of the several kinds 
of trees, as some vegetate earlier Lhan 
others ; and that all such trees as keep 
green all winter, and are termed ever- 
greens, should becutin December and 
January. 


Why some timber should rot so soon, 


and others endure when exposed to the 
weather, is a problem not easily solved ; 
it appears not to depend on the. porous- 
ness or density of the wood ; for Sugar- 
tree and Black-Gum, though very hard 
and dense, decay very soon, as well as 
Beech and many other kinds of timber 
too tedious to mention in a communi- 
cation of this 
kind. 
Black-Locust, 


Mulberry, Chestnut, See.- are the most 
open and porous kinds we have, and no 
Umber is more durable when exposed 
to the weather ; nor does it depend on 
the hardness or softness of the wood : 
for Cypress, Cedar and Yellow Poplar 
are very soft, and indeed, the softest we 
have, and are the most durable and im- 
pervious to the weather. Whence then 
are we to look for the cause of one kind 
rotting so soon, and another lasting so 
long ? I presume it must depend on 
the oil contained in the wood. 
Cedar, 


which is known to be lasting, contains 
< 


oil in abundance-, also Locust, Chesnut, 
Sec. 
The Pine in all its varieties, con- 


tains great quantities of pitch, rosin, 
&x. and its sap is composed of turpen- 
tine, spirit, &c. yet there is no wood 
that lasts longer when exposed, than 
some of the varieties of the pine, nor 
when it grows to perfection, a more 
useful kind of wood for building and 
various other uses. 
Lignum Vila; con- 


tains more oil than any other wood und 
is almost incorruptible. 
Hence its 


name when translated, is -wood of life, 
and it is never eaten of worms. 
Ma- 


hogany is lasting and durable ; shrinks 
and swells less than any other wood 
known, therefore is best for furniture, 
&c. where great strength is not necessa- 
ry. 


But often all kinds of timber are sub- 


ject to be eaten by worms, and let me 
ask what it is, that worms, in some 
shape or other, do not eat ? 


They not only eat our timber, but 


they eat our corn, and wheat, and Hour. 
and bacon, and cheese, and indeed al- 
most every thing that we possess, un- 
less it be our limestone rocks; and 
ihe Solar Microscope has shown, that 
even a rock is full of reptiles. 
And 


those predatory multitudes seem to 
spare nothing on " the globe : for they 
sometimes eat us while living, and are ' 
sure to devour us when dead.

effect will be uniformly produced when 
the bark is put immediately into close- 
ly stopped bottles, I will not attempt 
to decide. 
I relate the facts only, and 


hope they may lead to farther inquiries.

snuffed up the nostril? incautiously, it 
produces sickness, and even syncope; 
a feather dipped in it and drawn across 
the eye bail of an animal produces in- 
stant death—fa method often resorted 
to by physiologists, to terminate the 
sufferings of animals which have been 
made subservient to their experiment.J 
Two drops have been known to kill a 
vigorous dog in an instant. The whole 
body of animals killed by it, exhales 
the odor of bitter aimonds, no disor- 
ganization or evidence of inflamma- 
tion ever being discovered.

JAPAN. 


Extract from "Letters from a Boston Mer- 


chant" icho has visited Japan. 


Japan is as populous a=> an old cheese, 


and it is cultivated like a garden.—

Jeddo, they say, has ten rnil- 


ions, and I think it can have little less. 
They say that the official returns give 
in the main streets two hundred and

On the poisonous properly of the Black 


Cherry tree. 
The "Fniuus A'igra" of 


Botanists.—The fact, that the wither- 
ed leaves of the cherry are deadly poi- 
son to cattle, has been long known in die 
country; but I never recollect to have 
heard of any ill consequences from the 
use of the bark^ a domestic remedy ve- 
ry much celebrated for the cure of 
Jaundice, &c. The following case is 
perfectly satisfactory to my mind, and 
must establish the fact of its poisonous 
properties beyond a doubt. On Thurs- 
day, July 23, "i was called in great haste 
to visit a young lady who bad been 
seized with vertigo, insensibility and 
syncope, followed by an alarming dif- 
iirulty of icspiration, in consequence 
of a draught of about half a pint oi'ci- 
dor, taken fro in a closely stopped bot- 
tle which was filled the evening pre- 
vious with cherry bark, fresh from the 
trre. The symptoms were followed 
by a small pulse, nausea und vomiting-. 
The more violent symptoms passed ofl" 
in about twenty or thirty minutes, and 
before I saw her; yet I am inclined to 
bcHe-vr, that a larger dose might have 
proved fatal without any return of sensi- 
bility. 
In this case it returned, and ihe 


patient vjon rc-covcrcd -with no ill con- 
sequences, except extreme lan^or and 
debility. 


Another young lady ::i the fuinily, 


who had good health and constitution., 
took also, about the same limr, a very 
small quantity of the contents of the 
bottle, and was irnmcdiatrly affected 
•with faintness, giddiness of the head, 
and tremor of the whole body, vhich 
lasted about a half an hour.
